During th e year ju st closed, there 
has been fulfillm ent of hopes mixed 
with a num ber of disappointm ents in 
th e industrial field. 
It is tru e that 
production and sales indexes are at 
the highest levels since depression set 
in. 
It is also true th at various grave 
problem s—notably th at of unem ploy­ 
m ent—a re still a long way from solu­ 
tion. 
As a result, industry looks forw ard 
to 1937 w ith optim ism tinged 
w ith 
worry. 
It is probable th at the m ost 
favorable outlook of all is held by 
th e retail trade businesses. Last year's 
Decem ber buying totaled m ore than 
$5,000,000,000—as com pared w ith $4,­ 
600,000,000 in December» 1935, 
and 
$3,700,000,000 
in 
Decem ber, 
1933, 
which m arked the low point. 
Conse­ 
quently, seasonal em ploym ent last De­ 
cem ber (ex tra clerks and office w ork­ 
ers in d ep artm en t stores, etc.) was 
encouragingly high. 
This 
was 
re­ 
flected to som e extent in the produc­ 
tion field. 
H owever, payrolls are still 
abnorm ally low. 


A synopsis of cu rren t business taken 
from au th o ritativ e sources, follow: 
E lectric U tilities: 
During 1936, this 
industry spent $330,000,000 for 
new 
capital equipm ent. 
This year it will 
spend m ore than $530,000,000 as a re ­ 
su lt of increasing dem and. 
Principal 
expenditures will go for 
expanding 
generating facilities, which 
will 
be 
m ore than doubled. 
The political sit­ 
uation is a highly im portant factor so 
far as u tilities are concerned, 
and 
will dictate th eir budgets and em ploy­ 
m ent to a considerable extent. 
A utom obiles: 
T here seem s to 
be 
alm ost no lim it to the public’s appe­ 
tite for new cars. 
On the debit side 
of the ledger is the th re a t of labor 
troubles, w hich have already hit m a­ 
chine tool and accessory m akes. John 
L. Lewis is planning a cam paign 
to 
unionize G eneral M otors, as a prelude 
to unionizing the re st of the industry. 
C onstruction: 
F or 
the 
past 
five 
years, a m ajor building boom has been 
anticipated. It has not occurred. H ow ­ 
ever, during 1936 construction was at 
least 50 p er cent b etter than in 1935, 
w ith home building 70 per cent ahead. 
A m erica still faces 
a 
considerable 


housing shortage, and the building in­ 
dustry hopes th a t 1937 will 
finally 
prove to be the year in which Amer­ 
icans will go into the m arket for new 
homes, as well as extensive m odern­ 
ization of old homes. 
Steel: 
Has ju st closed the third 
best year in its history, with produc­ 
tion the best since 1929. 
But this in­ 
dustry also is troubled with potential 
labor difficulties. 
R ailroads: 
Traffic is good, profits 
are small. 
Some executives feel that 
th e ICC’s refusal to continue the em ­ 
ergency surcharges is a serious blow'. 
ICC says, on the other hand, th a t the 
em ergency is over, th at m ore freight 
pick ups will cover the loss. Tim e can 
only tell which side is right. 
In the 
m eantim e, the lines

continuing 
their expansion and betterm ent pro­ 
gram s in both freight and passenger 
fields.

E m ploym ent:

Politics, 
taxation, labor troubles and technolo­ 
gical advance are great obstacles to 
norm al em ploym ent. 
A griculture: 
Had the best gross in­ 
com e since 1929 in 1936. 
Crops w ere 
sm aller, as a resu lt of drought, 
but 
prices w ere higher in practically all 
lines. 


In the near future, you are likely to 
see a highly technical discussion «oing 
on as to the m erits and dem erits of 
"easy m oney.” 
For four years, the Federal govern­ 
m ent has steadily forced interest rates 
down, in an effort to

more plentiful. 
Any security holder 
can bear w itness to th at—w here Grade 
A bonds used to com m and five and

bring less than 4 per cent for the most 
part. 
G overnm ent experts say this is

"tax-o-m eter,” designed to register and 
record the cost of all new taxes im ­ 
posed—som ewhat a fte r the fashion of 
a taxicab m eter 
An am using suggestion, it also has 
its serious im plications. 
• If every California citizen 
could 
have a daily, ticker-tape report on in­ 
creases in cost of governm ent—«re­ 
corded in a simple, dollars-and-cents 
statem ent of how it affects his own tax 
bills—it would undoubtedly result in 
drastic aud alm ost im m ediate econ­ 
omies. 
Sentim ent at this session of the Leg­ 
islature. 
fortunately, 
seem s 
to 
be 
against the im position of new taxes, 
although m any proposals are pending 
which, if enacted, would inevitably in­ 
crease the cost of governm ent. 
Nor is the threat of direct taxation 
the only pitfall to be guarded against. 
T here is also the th reat of indirect 
taxation, m ore insidious and more dan­ 
gerous than the direct tax levy. 
The 
indirect 
tax 
com es 
of 
legislation 
which, though not listed in the tax 
category, has the efTect of increasing 
the cost of living. 
There a re such m atters, for exam ­ 
ple, as new and overlapping inspection 
services, affecting m erchants, farm ers 
and nearly every form of business and 
industry, with new fees for every new 
service. And there a re m easures such 
as the short train bill, lim iting ra il­ 
road trains to seventy cars, thereby in 
creasing overhead and, in turn, 
in 
creasing freight rates to the 
general 
public. 
In the case of this latter bill, 
there is also the th re a t of heavy liti­ 
gation costs, as the m easure already 
has been declared invalid in 
federal 
courts of three other states. 
California hasn’t a tax-o-m eter as yet 
to keep tab on its legislators, but Cali 
fornia citizens are m ore tax-conscious 
than at any other period in our his 
tory. 
And our legislators will ren d er 
a vitally-needed public service if they 
guard against every form of increased 
taxation, w hether direct or indirect.— 
Exchange.
